What of Russia? That is one 
the questions asked most frequently 
since my return from Britain. That, 
Maturally, was also one of the ques 
tions we asked most frequently tn 
Britain. Here, then, are the impres 
gions athered from the asking of that 
question many times by myself and 


other members of the party. 

In the first place the people of Bri- 
tain feel that the relationship between 
Britain and the Soviet are good. 
Tough, but good. Better today than 
they have ever been before. 

It is emphasized that Stalin is com- 
pletely in our confidence, that he 
knows our plans to the smallest detai) 


and is quite happy about them. He 
knows too, that it is the air front 
from the west which has. assisted 


his armies to a major degree in the 
drive which they have made during 
the past few months. He knows that 
his armies would have had a much 
tougher time had not eighty per cent 
of the German fighter force been tied 
down in the west facing our air of 
fensive. He appreciates that om 
offensive made the Germans make 
Major and serious decision: whether 
to try and stem our air support to 
the German armies on the Russian 
front. It is a significant commentary 
on the air ofensive that they decided 
to place eight percent of their avail- 
able air strength against it, and leave

| they could without sufficient air sup- 
| port. 

Then, too, I am told that one of 
| Stalin’s most precious possessions is 
a stereoscope, supplied him by the 
Britsh Air Minstry and a series of 
photographs showing German cities 
before and after our bombers have 
paid them a visit. Those pictures are 
definitely an answer to Russian’s cry 
for a second front. They are a visual 
story of devastation, disrupted pro- 
duction organizations, wrecked plants 
and curtailed war production. They 


supply, in some measure at least, one 


of the answers to why the Russian 
armies have been rolling forward in 
recent months. 

In Britain there was little concern 
over the announcement that was 
made just as we reached that country 
that Russia had made itself into a 
Commonwealth with seventeen separ- 
ate and self-contained ‘‘Dominions” 
As one man pointed out this move 
was no Mean compliment to the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, as apparently 
Russia had modelled its new set-up 
along the lines of the Britsh Common- 
wealth. 

It was felt that the move was more 
an internal one than an external one.

If our relations with 
the USSR are good, the umber ot 
delegates they have does not matter; 
if our relations are poor, it does no: 


'matter either. 
Russia is a tough country wiih 
which to deal. As an illustration of 


this is the Pravda story. This Rus- 
' sian newspaper came out one day 
saying that it understood that Britain 
was endeavoring to make a_ seperate 
peace with Bulgaria — or was it Rou- 
mania? There was nothing in the 
story but it was based on the fact 
| that some British saboteurs had been 
dropped in the Balkans and had been 
captured a few days before, The 
catch was that “someone had blundeyr- 
ed” and had not notified the Russians 
that these parachutists were being 
dropped. It is thought in Britain that 
Russia quite understood, but put out 
the Pravda story as a means of smack 
ing us down and teaching us a lesson 
Yes, Russia is a tough country to do 
business with. 

The Russian are realists and 
realist of them all is Stalin, the Brit- 
ish think. This fact gives them con- 
fidence in his attitude. They point 
out that not for nearly a decade has 
he ever varied his position. He has 
maintained throughout that he has no 
territorial ambitions, other than 
those which will ensure a safe Russia 
a peaceful Russia which can devote 
the coming quarter-century to devel- 
opment within its own borders, 

The British are inclined to believe 
Stalin when he says that he has no 
expansionist policies. Being a real- 
ist, he appreciates that absorption of 
the Poles, the Roumanians and other 
peoples would give him nothing but 
continual headaches, and moreover, 
they have little that he needs or de- 
sires, 

Russia, however, does believe that 
the Curzon line should be the bound- 
ary and who, excepting the Poles, 
would say that this is not correct. 
Certainly it was the British viewpoint 
‘in 1918, 

The Russian attitude seems to be 
one of “Give us the Curzon line and 
let the Poles expand to the westward 
even to Berlin.” If this be so, the 
Poles have an opportunity of obtain- 


| ing a seacoast much greater than they 


possessed in 1939. 


Perhaps one should feel a little 
sorry for the Poles, but their attitude 
has been an uncompromising one and 
it now seems certain that they must 
give way on certain points. 

In any disucssion of this nature one 
paramount fact must be kept in mind. 
The future peace of the world de- 
pends entirely upon the continued 
friendliness and co-operation of Brit- 
ain, the United States and Russia. 
And make no mistake about it, noth- 
ing must be allowed to interfere with 
that and all moves in the future must 
be considered in the light of that 
statement. Above all that must be 
the paramount consideration. The 
essential problem of permanent peace 
25 years —- depends upon the rela- 
tionships exisiting between the “Big 
Three” and everything else must be 
subordinated to that.

on this position freely during the in- 


terview our party had with him in 
his offce. Subsequently he repeated 
these remarks in an address in the 


House of Commons. 

Mr. Eden stated that his impression 
was that throughout our history we 
had always refused to fight a war to 
impose a certain form of government 
on a certain people. Our position had 
rather been that the peoples of Eur- 
ope should be free to choose, and 
when we had gone to war it had al- 
ways been because one man, or the 
state leadership of one man, had 
sought to impose this system on all 
Europe. That, broadly, was the rea- 
son we were at war now. That 
accepted, not only by us but by our 
allies. Every one of the exiled gov- 
ernment had made a declaration that 
when they returned to their respect 
ive countries, they would at once sub- 
ject themselves to the will of their 
people. 

The principles which he had laid 
down with the assent of his colleagues 
in the Cabinett, were these: (1) To 
give all practical help in our power 
to those elements in all countries

WETASKIWIN, Alta., June 24 


Minister of Agriculture ID, Bruce Mac 
Millan said in an address to the U. F. 
A. Federal Constituency Association 
here last night that three new agric- 
ultural school planned for Al- 
berta. They would cost about $750, 
000 and employ a staff of 60 teachers. 

Plans for the new schools have al- 
ready been discussed Mr. MacMillan 
said. 

The Alberta Governmnt is also try- 
ing to work out a scheme for com- 
pulsory vaccination for contagious ab- 
ortion in cattle, Mr. MacMillan said. 

He said there was a serious short- 
age of veterinarians in Alberta but 
he hoped that some scheme would be 
worked out whereby younger men 
could accompany the older veterinar- 
jans and do the actual work under 
the instruction.

HOW PRINTING CAME 
TO CANADA 


The printing press came to Canada 


in 1752 when John Bushell, a Boston 
printer, decided to move his printing 
office up the coast to Halifax, where 
the British had estabilshed a settle 
ment only three years before, making 
it a base from which to attack the 
French stronghold at Louisbourg. 
Bushell’s printshop was located at the 
corner of Argule and Sackville Street 
from whence he published the first 
issue of his newspaper, ‘“‘The Halifax 
Gazette’, on March 28, This 
pioneer newspaper has been publish- 
ed continuously ever since, latterly, as 
“The Royal Gazette”. 

John Bushell thus became Canada’s 
First Printer and founder of not only 
the first newspaper in Canada, but 
the oldest existing newspaper in 
North America. It is also interesting 
to record that The Halifax Herald 
and The Halifax Mail are located to- 
day on the very site of Bushell’s 
shop, where the first newspaper in 
British North America was published 
nearly two hundred years ago. This 
fact is attested on a _ tablet erected 
thereon by The Nova Scotia Historic- 
al Society. —Exchange,
